Claim 12 is pending. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/8/2003 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S.S. N 09/973,419 (now US 6,555,684) has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In view of applicants' response, particularly amendment to claim 12 and assertion 
based on the Declaration under 37 C.F.R§ 1.132 by Dr. William Caldwell, a) that 
compounds with a alpha methyl group on the carbon bearing the terminal amine show 
acceptable binding to the relevant receptors, and b) that such compounds with alpha 
methyl group had improved resistance to monoamine oxidase, and therefore, had 
improved half-lives, and c) that the monoamine oxidase inhibition is observed 
regardless of the stereochemistry at the relevant carbon (alpha to the terminal amine) 
as seen in Table 5, and d) that the results of pyridinyl compounds shown in the 
declaration is equally applicable to the instant pyrimidinyl compound as the pyrimidinyl 
group is further away from the alpha methyl group involved in the steric effect on 
monoamine oxidase binding, all prior art 103 rejection over Dull et al., US 5,597,919, is 
deemed as obviated. In addition, the provisional obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection over Dull et al., US 5,597,919, is also obviated. Furthermore, applicants' 
submission of a Terminal Disclaimer has overcome the provisional obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection over Caldwell et al., U.S. S.N. 09/973,419 now US Patent 
6,555,684, made in the previous office action. In addition, the provisional double 
patenting rejection over U.S. S.N 08/631,761 is also rendered moot, as applicants have 
abandoned 08/631,761. Hence claim 12 is deemed as patentably distinct. 

The compound of formula 1 , with R and S isomer embraced in the instant claim 
12 was not found to be anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 
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Additional search in the related art area also did not yield any prior art disclosing a 
compound of formula 1, with R and S isomer, embraced in the instant claim. Therefore, 
the examiner noted that the claim 12 would be in condition for allowance.
